Mr. R , N. Lower Came Near Being 
KiJlea Last Night.

R. N. Lower, republican candi­ 
date for county clerk, 
was the 
victim of a runaway accident out 
in the Manila neighborhood, about 
fifteen miles southwest of Sedalia, 
at 7 o’clock last night, that came 
near resulting fatally. 
He was driving along in his 
6*1 route to the republican 
meeting at Manila, when he was 
horrified at discovering a runaway 
team belonging to Frank Stevens, 
hitched to a saw log wagon, com­ 
ing up behind him, driveriess, at a 
rapid pace. 
The driver of the Stevens team, 
it appears, had lost the device to 
his wagon, and left his team stand- 
ing in the road while he went back 
to locate the missing article. 
Left 
alone, the horses started off at a 
breakneck speed, and were almost 
upon Mr. Lower’s buggy before he 
discovered them. 
He had no time to turn out of 
the way, and the frightened ani­ 
mals 
collided 
with 
his buggy, 
knocking the top from the running- 
gear carrying Mr. Lower with it. 
He was rendered partially un­ 
conscious by the collision and was 
dragged fully one hundred yards in 
the buggy top, sustaining numer­ 
ous cuts and bruises, but fortun­ 
ately no bones were broken, but 
his buggy was completely wrecked. 
Mr. Lower proceeded to the 
home of Mr. Stevens, where his 
wounds were dressed, after which 
he attended the speaking at Man­ 
ila. 
He then returned to Mr. 
Stevens’ residence, where he re­ 
mained until this morning, when 
he came to the city and has been 
receiving the congratulations of his 
friends that the accident did not 
result more Jgeriously.

The casket containing the body 
of Jim Younger, the bandit, was 
lifted from the Burlington train ar­ 
riv ing at the union dep ot at 6 145 
o’clock this morning, say s Wednes­ 
day afternoon’s Kansas City Star. 
It was p ut on a baggage truck and 
wheeled under the canv as-cov ered 
temp orary annex to the baggage 
room, where it 
remained until 
shortly after 9 o’clock, when it was 
lifted by four baggagemen into the 
baggage car of the Missouri Pacific 
train for Lee’s Summit, leav ing at 
9 :55 o’clock. 
Relic hunters had mutilated the 
lid of the brown stained p ine box 
which inclosed the casket. 
The 
four corners had been whittled 
with kniv es and long slivers cut 
off and carried away . 
Along the 
top of the lid wherev er entrance 
could be obtained for the p oint of 
a knife, the v andals had desecrated 
the casket of the dead bandit. 
Tucked under the 
undertaker’s 
•ard was the way bill p rov iding for 
the transp ortation of the body . 
Ev en it had been torn and the 
fiagments carried off 
until but 
little ex cep t the bare writing was 
left. 
A boy who sells newsp ap er» 
at the union dep ot hoisted of hav ­ 
ing secured a big p iece of the cas­ 
ket cover. 
Outside of the few relic hunters 
that gathered about the casket 
there was but little attention p aid 
• to the p ine box on the baggage 
truck. 
Some one had scrawled in 
almost illegible letters on the head 
of the casket, “ Good-by ,'^Jim,” 
Mrs. Reta Rawlins, sister of the 
dead bandit, arriv ed in Kansas 
City from Fort Worth, Tex as, a 
short time before the dep arture of 
the train for Lee’s Summit. 
She 
sat in the chair car. 
“ Poor Jim is back in Missouri 
again,]’ sighed Mrs. Rawlins. For 
y ears it had been the desire of Jim 
Younger to get back to Missouri, 
It was the hop e that bouy ed him 
up in the long fight for freedom. 
But the terms of the p arole for­ 
bade him to leave Minnesota. The 
law that kep t him from the scenes 
of his early y outh in his lifetime 
had no effect when his life ended. 
The courts had declared him le­ 
gally dead and an insurance com­ 
p any that had p romised him em­ 
p loy ment refused because the name 
of a man legally dead to a p olicy 
would be of no account. 
And 
there was the girl he couldn’t mar­ 
ry because he was legally dead, in 
the ey es of the law dead for y ears, 
but 
now 
actually 
dead, 
Jim 
Younger returns to Missouri to 
sleep with relativ es under the sod 
in^the grav ey ard at Lee’s Sum- 


The body wilLnot be crei;^te<}^ 
C* B, Hull, a cousin of the Young­ 


ers, who accomp anied the body 
from St. Paul, said to a rep orier 
for the Star that it had never been 
the intention to cremate the body . 
“ Jim nev er wanted it, I don’t be­ 
liev e,” said Mr, Hull this morning. 
“ It p robably grew out of a line 
written on an envelop e before he 
died. 
He told the newsp ap er men 
in this note to treat him fair and 
not to burn him up . 
Out of some 
misunderstanding concerning this 
written line has grown the imp res­ 
sion that he wanted to be cremated. 
The funeral will be held at Lee’s 
Summit tomorrow. 
“ We were

with the 
greatest consideration at St. Paul,” 
continued Mr. Hull.

East Africa under the leadership 
of the Mad Mullah (Mad Priest), 
threatens to bring about a long 
and fierce war. 
The Mad Mullah 
is a fanatical Mohammedan priest 
in the Somaliland district. 
He has 
consolidated 
the Musselman fac­ 
tions and directed their combined 
force against the English. 
Tiie 
British say that Russia is backing 
the 
priest. 
Kitchener 
has 
been 
sent to crush 
the Mullah as he 
crushed the Mahdi at Onadurman 
and Khartoom 
on the Nile. 
A 
London dispatch says; 
That part of Somaliland in North­ 
east Africa, forming a border land 
between Abyssinia and the British 
protectorate on the coast of the 
G ulf of Aden, has been for the last 
two or three years in a state of dis­ 
turbance, ow ing to the increasing 
power of the Mad Mullah. 
Last 
December the Mullah was reported 
to have 
about 
twelve thousand 
men, mostly mounted, a large per- 
centage of whom were armed with 
rifles. 
It is possible that he now 
commands about fifteen thousand 
men. 
W ith 
this 
large 
force 
harassing him, 
Colonel Swayne, 
who was in charge of the British 
troops in the district, retreated to 
Behotle, 150 miles, and probably 
«till 100 miles further, to Burao, 
the principal British frontier post. 
This march

scorching sun. 
Colonel Swayne is 
accompanied by more than twenty 
white officers, and has with him 
»ome Maxim guns and some seven- 
pounders.
